Jam es, 
was 
charged with innum erable robberies of 
banks and railroad trains, in the exe­ 
cution of which many desperate en­ 
counters took place, and a number of 
men were killed. 
The band had serv­ 
ed through the Civil war. fighting on 
the side 
of

Confederacy with 
Quantrell and his band of guerrillas. 
The scene of m ost of their alleged post 
bellum depredations wits the state of 
Missouri and those states 
adjacent 
thereto, but in September 
1876, the 
band entered M innesota, traversing the

far as 
the little town of 
Northfield in Rice county. 
There, on 
September 7. after terrorizing the peo­ 
ple on the street, an attem pt was made 
to loot the First National bank.

ier J. Lu Hey wood, who was in charge 
of the bank, made a plucky fight and 
was shot and killed, but not. however, 
until he had wounded one or more of 
the raiders. 
The citizens of Northfield, 
quickly recovering from their panic,
